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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: Claims list a and P as component parts in 
parentheses; however, the drawings do not show this numbers and 
it is believed they refer to wavelengths and not component 
numbers. Appropriate correction is required, 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following 
informalities: Examiner respectfully requests clarification of 
"overfly" in line 10. It is initially believed that the system 
is attempting to prevent of avoid an aircraft overflying the 
desired landing zone. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7, 9, 15, 17, 19-23 and 27 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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5. Regarding Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 17, 19 and 21-23 the phrase "in 
particular" renders the claim indefinite because -it is unclear 
whether the limitation ( s ) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d), Examiner 
respectfully requests amending all instances of the term to 
clarify the claims. 

6. Regarding Claim 1, "and/or" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear how an aircraft is able to take off and 
land at the same time. Examiner suggests amending to read "or" . 

7. Regarding Claims 1 and 5, "complete reliability" renders 
the claim indefinite because it is not possible to have 100% 
reliability. 

8. Regarding Claim 15, "(not represented)" renders the claim 
indefinite because it can be interpreted that the claim does not 
include the component. It is understood that the terminology is 
meant to state the drawings lack the representation of said 
component, but to make the claim clear, Examiner suggests 
deletion. 
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9. Regarding Claims 20 and 27, * x cold light'" renders the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the terminology 
is readily accepted in the art or coined by the Applicant. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: Claims 1-27 appear to be novel and 
inventive because prior art fails to show or teach a portable 
aircraft landing zone utilizing 5 independent and energy- 
autonomous beacons which emit skyward a substantial horizontal 
central beam of light vertically concentrated as well as a light 
of different color.
